Patrol records chow 210 people 
killed in traffic accidents on streets 
of cities with more than 10.000 
population during I960 with 21 of 
the victims being between 13 and 
20 years of age. Last year the ur­ 
ban area traffic toll dropped to 162 
fatalities but it also included 21 
teenage fatalities. 
In 1960 the urban area death toll 
of teenagers in traffic accidents 
included eleven drivers, eight pas­ 
sengers and two pedestrians. Last 
year seven drivers, twelve passeng­ 
ers and two pedestrians were kill­ 
ed. 
In addition to the number of teen­ 
agers killed on city streets in I960, 
there were 101 others killed in rural 
Missouri traffic accidents. Howtvei 
the rural area toll last year was 
16 per cent or 19 deaths below 
the number killed in I960. 
Last year’s toll of teenage traf­ 
fic deaths on rural roads and small 
town streets included 38 drivers, 
62 passengers and one pedestrian.

This question is being raised with 
great frequency in Washington as 
the result of developments thus far 


during the 1962 Congressional ses­ 
sion. 
A complete answer must await 
future action on ma*,or portions of 
the Kennedy legislative program — 
such as tax, health care for the 
elderly, and foreign trade propos­ 
als. 
But, as of the present time, the 
Administration has been soundly 
defeated on one of its “ must” pro­ 
grams — creation of a new Cabi­ 
net Department of Urban Affairs 
and Housing — and has been forc­ 
ed to compromise substantially in 
order to obtain House approval of 
another top - ranking proposal — 
the Manpower Training bill. 
Whatever this may or may not 
¡ndiaate for the future, it does pro­ 
vide proof that the Administration 
is not invulnerable to opposition* - 
and this 'gives some degree of en­ 
couragement to those fighting leg­ 
islative proposals to increase fed* 
eral 
spending and 
enlarge 
the 
power of the federal bureaucracy 
over the lives of the people. 
Re-training Bill 
What happened in the House on 
the bill to provide retraining for 
persons thrown out of wor« bv 
automation and other causes was 
this: 
Administration leaders realized 
that they did not have the votes 
to obtain approval of the Demo- 
cratic-sponsored measure -- so. m 
order to obtain passage of a bill, 
they accepted a substitute proposal 
backed by most of the Republicans 
and by 
many 
Democrats 
from 
every section of the nation. 
Among other things, the substi­ 
tute proposal would require the 
states to match federal contribu­ 
tions on a 50-50 basis after the first 
18 months of operation. It also 
specified that payment be made 
only to unemployed heads of fami­ 
lies who previously held jobs for 
at least three years. 
By a 354-to-62 vote, the House 
accepted the substitute — with 2t>p 
Democrats and 145 Republicans vnt 
ing for it and 40 Democrats and 22 
Republicans against. 
Under the measure, the federal 
government would spend $263.000,- 
000 over the next two years to re­ 
train an estimated 410.000 jobless 
persons. The Senate ha* passed a 
bill calling for the expenditure of 
$655,000,000 over the 
next 
four 
years. An adjustment of differenc­ 
es is eing sought. 
Opponents argued that the pro­ 
gram duplicated what is already 
being done by private industry, by 
the states and by other federal 
agencies. 
Protect States’ Rights 
Legislation to protect state laws 
against federal preemtion — ar­ 
dently supported by industry for 
a number of years — has started 
moving through Congress again. 
The measure, by Rep. Smith D- 
Va.t, would prohibit federal courts 
from invalidating state laws mere­ 
ly because Congress had passed 
legislation covering the same area. 
State rights advocates were suc­ 
cessful in obtaining House approv­ 
al of the bill twice — in 1958 and 
1959. In 1958 the House - approved 
m easure was caught in a session- 
end jam in the Senate and was re­ 
turned to the Senate Judiciary Com 
mittee by a hairline 41-to-40 vote. 
Now, the measure has been ap­ 
proved again by a House Judiciary 
subcommittee, by a 
6 - to - 2 
vote. Rep. Smith hopes for early 
approval by the full committee. 
Similar legislation, 
backed 
by 
Sen. McClellan (D*Ark> and 28 of 
his colleagues, is pending in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 


Under the proposal, federal law 
would be supreme if there was <• 
direct conflict with state law, or if

There should be no minimizing the very real and often 
severe sacrifices of men torn from jobs and families while 
their neighbors go blithely on their comfortable civilian 
way. 
But grumbling and griping are now and always have been 
part of the terviecman’s regular diet in both peace and war. 
W ar correspondents and cartoonists often root their (II 
portrayals in th at elemental fact. 
President Kennedy, questioned on the reservists' com­ 
plaints, may wisely have felt that it was not for him to 
stress their perennial aspect. 
He chose instead to give the called-up men—and the coun­ 
try at large—a short indoctrination course in the purpose 
underlying their present duty. 
In essence the “course” was simple: If the United States 
is to speak effectively about honoring commitments in Ber­ 
lin, in South Viet Nam and elsewhere, both its friends and 
its foes m ust know beyond doubt that it is ready to support 
those commitments with military substance. 
A reserve unit scattered all over Texas or Wisconsin is not 
the same thing as one in cohesive being in a training camp, 
however unsatisfactory some parts of the training effort 
may be. 
Our Communist adversaries undoubtedly believe we would 
use our nuclear arsenal only in the last extremity. All the 
more reason, then, for us to have ready an “earnest of in­ 
ten t” to act effectively in emergencies short of the final 
resort. 
The President did not say so, hut he may well feel that 
Americans called to duty in an obvious time of trial should 
understand the reason without his telling them. He resisted 
the idea of reprimand, however, and settled for patient 
explanation. 
That armed strength is a potent diplomatic 
weapon 
should be possible for reservists, lawmakers and the whole 
citizenry to grasp. Soldiers exist not just to fight but to 
discourage others from trampling our vital interests. 
And where would the reservist rather he— in a German 
mudhole dodging murderous enemy fire, or in a cold, ill- 
equipped U.S. camp? 
No one asks that Americans LIKE military duty. If they 
did, we might have more to worry about. Let them grumble. 
But let them, at heart, accept the nation’s need for what 
they do.

There should be no minimizing the very real and often 
severe sacrifices of men tom from jobs and families while 
their neighbors go blithely on their comfortable civilian 
way. 
But grumbling and griping are now and always have been 
part of the serviecman’s regular diet in both peace and war. 
War correspondents and cartoonists often root their GI 
portrayals in that elemental fact. 
President Kennedy, questioned on the reservists' com­ 
plaints. may wisely have felt that it was not for him to 
stress their perennial aspect. 
He chose instead to give the called-up men—and the coun­ 
try at large—a short indoctrination course in the purpose 
underlying their present duty.

In I960 the urban area death toll 
of teenagers in traffic accidents 
included eleven drivers, eight pas­ 
sengers and two pedestrians.
